R. R. Tuley, Jr., District 
Manager of Social Security in 
Abilene, said today on releasing 
his annual county benefit data 
report. 
The new monthly figure repres­ 
ents an increase 11 percent in 
beneficiaries and 13 per cent in 
dollar amount over the corres­ 
ponding period last year. 
"This increase can be attribut­ 
ed to the recent changes in the 
law and to the growth of our 
aged population," Tuley said. "As 
most of it is spent for food, 
clothing, and shelter, there is 
no longer any doubt that social 
security benefits are helping to 
stabilize the income and spend­ 
ing power of many residents in 
Comanche County."

A surprising development in 
the mid western states has been 
the increase in the number of 
farmers raising their own beef 
cow snd celf herds. 
There was a time, not too 
long ago, when feeder cattle 
were cheap and com was ex­ 
pensive.

I can recall one pessimistic 
Ohio farmer remarking that no­ 
body ever paid off the farm 
mortgage by feeding cattle. 
All this was be$ore we had 
hybrid corn and high-yielding 
small grain including grain 
sorghums. And this was before 
we had less expensive nitrogen 
fertilizer and mechanical corn 
pickers and grain combines. 
This situation is reversed 
now. We have low cost grain 
and high-priced feeder cattle so 
a farmer or stockman raising 
his own feeders may make a 
profit on a negative margin. 
The increase in the number 
of operators feeding thousands 
of c a ttle every year seems to at­ 
test to a considerable degree of 
confidence in what has been 
called speculative cattle feed­ 
ing. There is always, we know, 
a chance of a temporary over- 
supply of beef and a break in 
the prices of finished cattle just 


as there has been recently. 
In cattle production now some 
of the biggest feeding opera­ 
tions are in the southwest and 
California where grain sor­ 
ghums and barley are base 
feeds but where use is made of 
many by-products of field crops, 
vegetable crops and fruit trees. 
As an example, one large scale 
feeder a while ago contracted 
for 4,000 tons of off-grade or 
surplus dried prunes. These 
were to be crushed between roll­ 
ers before being fed to cattle. 
A lot of feeder cattle that 
used to move from the rang« 
country to the cornbelt feed 
lots are now moving west or 
southwest instead. This ac­ 
counts for some of the increased 
interest in home raised feeder 
cattle In and around the corn­ 
belt. 
The trend toward high-grain 
and even all-concentrate rations 
means that much of the com 
and sorghum crop is wasted by 
not properly using stalks or 
cobs but the feed value here can 
be saved by ensiling the whole 
plant. 
Qu+rtion i I've always thought 
of salt as a condiment or flavor 
improver for stock rations but 
recently I heard that salt is es­ 
sential in nutrition, is this trueT 
Anmner: Yes, salt is an essen­ 
tial nutrient providing sodium 
and chlorine which are vital to 
livestock and human health. 
Salt is used in many ways with 
livestock; as a nutrient, as a 
carrier of trace minerals and 
medicines and as a labor saver 
in controlling supplement in­ 
take when sell-fed to animals.
